EAST JORDAN — Corey Redman and Zach 
Napont both finished in double figures for 
Boyne City, as the Ramblers pulled away late 
down the stretch for a 57-42 Lake Michigan 
Conference victory over East Jordan and sole 
possession of first place on February 6, in 
front of a packed, standing room only gym in 
East Jordan. 

The Ramblers, 10-2 overall, 7-1 conference, 
and winners of 10 straight, used an 18-4 advan- 
tage in the fourth quarter to turn a 39-38 lead 
into the final score, led by Cole Butler as the 
senior swingman netted seven of his nine in 
the final frame. 

Boyne held the Red Devils without a field 
goal in the quarter, limiting EJ to four free 
throws, all from junior Collin Bajko. 

“We played a great fourth quarter to get a 
nice win on the road,” Boyne City coach Nick 
Redman said.

Dalton 
Gardner would follow with another easy Ram- 
bler layup seconds later, forcing the Red Devils 
to use an early timeout just over a minute into 
the contest. 

East Jordan would respond to the early 
Boyne City start, pulling even at 7-7 with just 
under four minutes to play in the quarter, be- 
hind a Colin Petrie three-pointer, a pair of Jor- 
dan Weber free throws and a Thomas Brandell 
putback. 

The Ramblers would then go on an 8-2 run 
to close out the quarter for a 15-9 Boyne lead. 

With a few of the Boyne City starters 
strapped with foul trouble, coach Redman 
elected to sit them the entire quarter as the 
Rambler bench was able to come through, al- 
though East Jordan was able to outscore 
Boyne 14-9 in the quarter, as the Red Devils 
took a 23-20 lead with 1:15 remaining in the 
quarter, with EJ getting eight points from 
Weber and five from Petrie. A pair of baskets 
with under a minute to play from Colton Sier- 
adski and Napont were just enough for Boyne 
to pull out a 24-23 lead going into halftime.

early foul trouble so our bench stepped up and 
kept us in it,” coach Redman added. 

The two teams would return to the floor fol- 
lowing intermission and match each other 
blow for blow, shot for shot, like two heavy- 
weight boxers engaged in a tight battle, with 
both teams scoring 15 points apiece, and the 
Ramblers clinging to a 39-38 lead headed into 
the final eight minutes of regulation.

East Jordan’s Collin Bajko would nail a pair 
of free throws on the Red Devils next posses- 
sion, breaking the teams scoring drought with 
4:54 on the clock.

Redman would finish with 18 points, seven 
rebounds, three assists and two blocks to lead 
Boyne, while Napont added 14 points, four 
boards and three assists. 

Also for the Ramblers, Butler had nine 
points and nine rebounds and Gardner added 
eight points, three assists and two steals. 

East Jordan, (9-2, 6-2) was paced by Weber 
with a game-high 20 points, while Petrie added 
13 and Bajko chipped in with five points, all 
from the free throw line.

Number of fur harvester licenses in Michigan has tripled since 1994 


Doug Reeves remembers his 
first time as though it were yes- 
terday. 

“The first thing I ever caught 


was an ermine, a white weasel,” 


said Reeves, assistant chief of 
the Department Natural Re- 


sources’ Wildlife Division and a 


lifelong trapper. “I sold it for 50 


cents to a traveling fur buyer. To 


me that was big time.” 


He was 9 years old. And he was 


hooked. The next year he got 


three traps and starting chasing 


muskrats. He progressed from 
there. 
“Back then you had to be 12 


years old to trap beaver,” he said. 


“The first one I got I brought 


home in the basket of my sister’s 


fat-tire bike.” 

Now, 50 years later, Reeves is 
still trapping —- muskrats, rac- 
coons, coyotes, fox — just about 
everything. 

“You have to learn a lot,” 


Reeves said. “The learning curve 
is very steep. The element of ex- 


ploration and discovery is a lot 


of fun. It’s a blast. I just love it.” 


Reeves isn’t alone. In Michi- 


gan, trapping is growing in popu- 


larity. 
According to DNR records, 
just more than 10,000 people 


bought a fur harvester license in 


1994. Two decades later, that 
number has tripled. 

“Tt’s been increasing,” said 
Adam Bump, the DNR’s 
furbearer specialist. “Some of it 
may be because of pelt prices. 
When you have generally in- 
creasing pelt prices, you have an 
increase in trapping and the last 
three or four years the pelt 
prices for muskrats have been 
near or at record highs. But 
price for every species varies on 
its own, so just because ’rat 
prices are up, that doesn’t mean 
they all are.” 

Indeed, it’s not all about fur 
prices, said Dale Hendershot, 
president of the 1,200-member 
Michigan Trappers and Predator 
Callers Association, one of three 
fur-taker associations in the 
state. A 64-year-old retired diesel 
mechanic from Gladwin who’s 
been trapping since he was 14, 
Hendershot said “the vast major- 
ity of trappers are not profes- 
sionals.” 

Most trappers are hobbyists, 
Hendershot said, recreational- 
ists who “can probably make 
enough money to pay for their 
gasoline.” 

Hendershot said it’s the chal- 
lenge that intrigues trappers. 
“You really have to know the 


habits of the animals to get 
them,” he said. 

“Trapping is not for the faint 
of heart,” he added. “If you’re 
hunting and it’s below zero and 
the wind’s blowing, you have an 
option — you can say ‘I’m going to 
stay in the cabin today.’ But if 
you have traps out there, you 
have to get out there in that stuff 
and check them. It’s a huge com- 
mitment.” 

The Michigan Trappers and 
Predator Callers Association — 
formerly the Michigan Trappers 
Association — holds fur sales for 
its members and offers a 
landowner assistance program 
to connect folks who have issues 
with furbearers causing prob- 
lems. 

“Typically it’s either beaver- or 
coyote- related, but everybody’s 
got a problem with raccoons,” 
Hendershot said. 

The association also helps the 
DNR with its trapper education 
program, which has been in exis- 
tence since 2009. 

“Trapping is misunderstood,” 
Hendershot said. “We’re trying 
to make it better understood. We 
do a lot of educational stuff. I 
would hope that the educational 
movement is paying off.” 

Just like hunting and fishing, 


trapping is highly regulated by 
the DNR. There are prescribed 

seasons for all 17 of the species 
that fur-takers can harvest, and 
the means and methods of cap- 

ture are regulated as well. 

“We tend to set seasons when 
the pelts are most valuable,” 
Bump said. “Most trapping gears 
up in fall and runs through the 
winter, though you can trap 
beaver and otter into spring. And 
weasels are open year-round.” 

Dwayne Etter, a research biolo- 
gist with the DNR, is a relative 
newcomer to trapping. 

“As kids we messed around 
with it, but we really didn’t know 
what we were doing,” Etter said. 
“T was fortunate enough to at- 
tend trapper’s college. The 
Michigan trappers association 
and national trappers associa- 
tion sponsor a biologist every 
year for a week to go to trapper’s 
college. It’s a week of intensive 
learning — how to trap, how to 
put up fur, good stuff. 

“T immediately got excited, so I 
got home, bought some traps, 
and started trapping. It’s kind of 
an addicting hobby — it grows 
and grows.” 

Now Etter takes a week’s vaca- 
tion every year to go the Upper 
Peninsula and trap. 


“Tt’s kind of the same as deer 
camp — we go with the guys, hang 
out, cruise around the woods and 
we have the anticipation that 
we’re going to catch something.” 

Trapping is also a tool for pop- 
ulation management; when 
furbearer populations begin to 
exceed the carrying capacity, dis- 
ease inevitably follows. 

“Whenever raccoons get too 
thick, you see a distemper out- 
break,” Reeves said. “When you 
get too many coyotes, you get 
mange. I’ve seen it where I live.” 

To Reeves, being an ethical 
trapper is critical to wildlife 
management. 

“To me, it’s important that the 
animal is well caught, that it’s 
dispatched humanely, and the fur 
is handled in a respectful way,” 
he said. 

For others, the allure of trap- 
ping is reconnecting to times 
past. 

“Tt’s kind of a lifestyle to some 
people,” Hendershot said. “It’s a 
throwback to when our country 
was settled. And a lot of people 
like the feel of it.”

For homeowners aiming 
to sell their home and buy 
another, it’s the classic real 
estate, which came first, 
the chicken or the egg, 
question — buy or sell 
first? 

If you sell first, you may 
find yourself under a tight 
deadline to find another 
house, or be forced in tem- 
porary quarters.

So 
you look like a cash buyer 
when you make an offer on 
the home you finally decide 
on.”
